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Spectre o f ‘Cro o ked 
Cro ss’ Haunts Germany

MUNICH, West Germany — 
(NEA) — The horrors of the 
Hitler era are being recalled 
here today as moderate West 
Germans express genuine dis­ 
may at the rise of the National 
Democratic Party (NPD) which 
is making a bid to become the 
Nazis’ successor of 1968. 
The NPD took a big step to­ 
ward that goal in the recent 
state elections in Baden-Wü rt­ 
temberg w'here the parly won 
9 .8 per cent of the total vote. 
It was the NPD’s most impres­ 
sive display of strength to date, 
especially since Baden-Wü rttem­ 
berg is traditionally anti-Nazi. 
The neo-Nazis have now won 
electoral successes in all seven 
state elections they’ve contested 
since the party was formed in 
1956 and now rank as Germa­ 
ny’s third largest party. 
“The neo-Nazis are aching to 
get someone killed so they can 
have a martyr,” a young Mu­ 
nich business executive told me. 
“Every 
nationalist 
movement 
needs a martyr, a hero figure 
around whom the rabble can be 
rallied,” he reasons. 
My friend works for an Amer­ 
ican firm in Munich and his 
view’s may not be typical of 
those held in the Bavarian cap­ 
ital. But there are many who 
share them. 
These people arc more than a 
little worried over the rise of 
the NPD and the general politi­ 
cal atmosphere all over Ger­ 
many. Incidents like the assas­ 
sination attempt on student rad­ 
ical leader Rudi Dutschke by 
Josef Bachmann, an admirer of 
Hitler, do little to calm the fears 
of the moderates. The shooting 
of Dutschke, an outspoken left­ 
winger, is loudly being com­ 
pared to the political murders 
in the pre-World War II era. 
The NPD benefited from the 
attempted assassination and the 
student riots that followed by 
accusing Kurt-Georg Keisinger’s 
“w'eak government” of not hav 
ing firmly put down the riots. 
The neo-Nazis promised that if 
elected they would know how to 
handle such situations. Few peo­ 
ple doubt that claim. 
Two 
trends 
in 
particular 
alarm my friend and others in 
Munich who, like him, are sin­ 
cerely 
anti-Nazi. The 
first is 
that the NPD, which has 6,000 
hard-core members in Bavaria, 
has taken to breaking up meet­ 
ings, heckling speakers and in 
general creating an atmosphere 
of disorder that is reminiscent 
of the 1920s when Hitler’s bully 
boys went around wrecking beer 
halls. 
Secondly, the NPD has organ­ 
ized its own strong-arm squads, 
or Schutz Gemeinschaft (Protec­ 
tion Fellowship), allegedly to 
prevent its own meetings from 
being broken up. 
“In German ears Schutz Ge­ 
meinschaft 
has 
an 
ominous 
ring.” the young business exec 
declared. “The hated SS started 


out in just the same way, call­ 
ing itself the ‘Saalschutz,’ mean­ 
ing hall protection. Its members 
were originally bouncers who 
dealt wnth hecklers. 
“Later, as the Schutz Staffel, 
they 
became 
Hitler’s 
black- 
shirted bodyguard. 
“ Wherever the NPD goes you 
find trouble,” my friend pur­ 
sued. “Photographers get their 
cameras smashed, people get 
pushed down stairs. The NPD 
will keep up the provocation un­ 
til they get themselves a mar­ 
tyr like Horst Wessel.” 
Wessel was the Nazi Brown 
Shirter who lived off the earn­ 
ings of a prostitute until he was 
killed in a street brawl in Feb­ 
ruary, 
19.10, 
Afterwards, the 
Goebbels propaganda 
machine 
made him into a folk hero, and 
“The Horst Wessel Song” be­ 
came the Nazis’ anthem. 
The National Democratic Par­ 
ty may lack a martyr, but oth­ 
erwise it appears to be sitting 
pretty at the moment. In one 
year it has almost doubled its 
membership from 18.300 to 33,- 
511. 
Not a little of the NPD’s suc­ 
cess is due to its leader, 46-year- 
old Adolph von Thadden, who 
has 
succeeded in 
welding a 
number of right-wing splinter 
groups into a monolithic party. 
Von Thadden, whose youthful 
good looks once earned him the 
name of “Bubi” or “ Baby-face,” 
is 
not, 
himself, a Nazi. He 
comes 
from an 
aristocratic 
Prussian family which looked 
down upon the Nazis as nasty 
upstarts. But he is surrounded 
by men who are unrepentant in 
their admiration for Hitler. 
Here in Bavaria, the NPD is 
led by 60-year-old Judge Benno 
Hermannsdorfer, who, as an ar­ 
tillery officer, was captured by 
the Russians and spent five 
years in a prison camp. Judge 
Hermannsdorfer 
(he 
presides 
over a court concerned with 
patents) is gaunt and careworn* 
looking, but he still has the stiff 
bearing of a military man. 
“Nationalism is only normal 
in the life of a nation, the judge 
told me. “Look at France and 
De Gaulle. No one accuses them 
of being neo-Nazis.” 
Another prominent NPD lead­ 
er in Bavaria is Capt. Wolfgang 
Ross, who got leave from the 
German army to sit as a mem­ 
ber of the Bavarian parliament, 
he being one of the 15 NPD 
candidates elected in November 
1966. 
Neo-Nazi supporters in Ba- 
aria, as elsewhere, 
are over­ 
whelmingly lower middleclass, 
consist mostly of small business­ 
men, shop assistants and farm­ 
ers. The typical NPD follower 
would be male, Protestant, aged 
42, employed as an office work­ 
er and with an above average 
level of education. 
T h e 
National 
Democratic 
Party 
is more 
anti-American 
than 
it is 
anti-Communist. It 
blames America for “a wave 


of sex crimes” allegedly sweep­ 
ing West Germany. 
As far as Nazi war crimes 
are concerned, the NPD ac­ 
cuses the Americans of erect­ 
ing the gas chambers after the 
war in order “to blacken Ger­ 
many in the eyes of the world.” 
The NPD is also against for­ 
eign 
workers. 
“The 
foreign 
workers are for us what the 
Jews were for the Nazis,” Von 
Thadden recently told a cheer 
ing audience near Nuremberg 
He was referring to the 1.3 mil­ 
lion Italians, Spaniards, Greeks, 
Turks 
and Arabs who were 
lured to West Germany in the 
days of the "economic miracle, 
when Germany was short of 
manpower. Many of these have 
since married 
Germans 
and 
have settled in their adopted 
country for life, they hope. 
The NPD demand which has 
struck the greatest chill in the 
hearts of anti-Nazi’s is the de 
mand that Austria, the Sudeten- 
land, and the other so-called 
“lost” territories be returned to 
the Fatherland. Hitler, it will 
be recalled, made war in 1939 
in support of just such demands. 
Von Thadden, however, is no 
Hitler. For one thing, he lacks 
Hitler’s hypnotic power as a 
rabble-rouser. As for the NPD, 
so far it has failed to attract 
the financial backing from in­ 
dustry which the Nazis enjoyed. 
But for the foreign observer, 
the parallels between the two 
movements are too close for 
comfort. 
“The neo-Nazis,” my Munich 
friend reminded me, “almost 
had their martyr when one Carl 
Hoffmann, 
aged 56, 
recently 
dropped dead here after he had 
been ejected from a meeting as 
a heckler. 
“The neo-Nazis tried to make 
out that he had been beaten up, 
and had died as a result of his 
injuries, but the autopsy clearly 
showed that he had died of a 
heart attack. However, they will 
keep it up until they get their 
Horst Wessel hero, then watch 
out.”

OMAHA (NEA) - The sign 
in Sen. Robert F. Kennedy’s Ne­ 
gro headquarters on Omaha’s 
24th Street reads: 
“Kennedy — white but all 
right. The one before (JFK) 
opened the door.” 
In this city’s Negro ghetto, 
where some smashed windows 
on a recent Saturday night re­ 
minded Nebraskans that a very 
uneasy peace prevails since the 
Omaha riot of 1966, the over­ 
whelming evidence is that the 
message on the sign is believed. 
As is indicated in so many 
places, Kennedy here is going 
to get the preponderant bulk of 
the Negro vote in Nebraska’s 
May 14 presidential primary. 
Nobody else is really in it in 
the ghetto. 
The fact is, Kennedy is the 
heavy choice to win this pri­ 
mary with a majority vote and 
make fresh impact on his suc­ 
ceeding primary tests in Ore­ 
gon, California and South Da­ 
kota. 
It is hard to find any knowl­ 
edgeable political figure in Ne­ 
braska who doubts Kennedy will 
win here. He has been in the 
state more than his principal 
ballot rival, Sen. Eugene Mc­ 
Carthy, has been seen by more 
people, is basically far better 
known and almost surely will 
spend the most. 
Kennedy, of course, also has a 
strong 
appeal 
to 
blue-collar 


workers. And while there are 
fewer of those proportionately in 
Nebraska as compared with In­ 
diana, there is also less active 
labor pressure to pull them 
away from Kennedy. 


McCarthy’s 
backers 
here 
think he can do on May 14 what 
he has done before — surprise 
everybody with the size of his 
vote even though he is little- 
known and has spent relatively 
little time in Nebraska.

Q—What is sugar diabetes? 
How does it start? How does 
one get it? Why do some people 
lose a leg with it? If you have 
it, do you have to be on a rigid 
diet for the rest of your life? 


A—Sugar diabetes or diabetes 
mellitus is an inborn error of 
metabolism as a result of which 
the body cannot utilize the blood 
glucose derived from the sugars 
and starches in the diet. The 
victim’s blood sugar level rises 
high above normal and some of 
the sugar spills over into the 
urine. 


Early symptoms, when the on­ 
set occurs in childhood, are in­ 
ordinate thirst, increased appe­ 
tite, frequent urination and loss 
of weight. When the onset oc­ 
curs after age 25, the only 
symptoms may be loss of weight 
and weakness. Both types are 
hereditary. Eating a diet high 
in sugar and starch is an ag­ 
gravating factor. 


Complications of the disease 
may occur in any part of the 
body due to interference with 
the circulation (diabetic lesions 
of the blood vessels and nerves). 
The complications strike where 
weakness 
already 
exists. 
When the lower extremity is the 
target, gangrene of the toes oc 
curs. This may progress upward 
and necessitate amputation of a 
leg. 
A fairly rigid diet is an im­ 
portant part of the treatment 
Since the disease can be con 
trolled but not cured, the treat 
ment must be continued for life 
Q—What is meant by sugar 
in the vessels of a diabetic’s 
eyes? What can be done for it? 
A—*Diabetes may cause chang 
es in the blood vessels of the 
retina, leading to blindness. The 
progress of this complication 
can sometimes be halted by de 
stroying the pituitary gland eith 
er through surgical removal or 
deep X-ray treatments. 
Q—Every time I have a check 
up for diabetes they do only a 
urine test. Is it necessary to 
have a blood test, too? 
A—Because diabetes can often 
be detected earlier by testing 
the blood sugar level than by 
urinalysis, the blood test is 
urged for all persons who are 
past 40, especially if there is 
any family history of the dis 
ease.

His ally, labor, is ly­ 
ing fairly quiet. President John­ 
son’s name is still on the ballot, 
but few think a sizable vote for 
iiim could be counted for Hum­ 
phrey. 
Nebraska’s 30 delegate votes 
are not basically bound to fol­ 
low the primary results. Hum­ 
phrey may have a large edge 
there, and McCarthy could win 
some. Kennedy’s best hope is 
victory for many of the uncom­ 
mitted — and he is pushing 
them hard.

The importance of defensiv e 
driv ing was emphasized to Dix ­ 
on High School freshmen and 
sophomore stu dents Friday du r­ 
ing an au to-sk id demonstration 
sponsored by the Cou ntry Com­ 
panies Insu rance, Bloomington. 
The demonstration, u nder the 
su perv ision of Larry Williams, 
Dix on, a company representa­ 
tiv e, was done by indicating the 
distance necessary to stop an 
au tomboile at v ariou s speeds. 
The edu cational program em ­ 
phasized the attitu de and k nowl­ 
edge as a means of prev enting 
au to accidents and sav ing liv es 
and property . 
Members of the stu dent body 
participating in the dem onstra­ 
tion were Ju dy Bak er and Mary 
Hey , as well as Miss Rose Mary 
Smith, phy sical edu cation teach­ 
er; Richard Raber, driv er edu ­ 
cation instru ctor and social stu ­ 
dies teacher, and Dix on Patrol­ 
man William Webb. Officer Wil­ 
liam Walls also was on hand to 
assist. 
The demonstration au tomobile 
was driv en at v ary ing speeds 
of from 20 to 40 miles per hou r.

dem onstration showed stu dents 
that when a c a r’s speed is dou ­ 
bled from 20 to 40 miles an 
hou r the brak ing distance is 
fou r times greater. 
The demonstration au tomobile 
was eq u ipped with a special 
detonating dev ice which indi­ 
cates the distance trav eled while 
the driv er is mov ing his foot 
from 
the 
accelerator 
to 
the 
brak e, and the distance it tak es 
to stop the au tomobile after the 
brak e has been applied. 


Paint cartridges are u sed in 
the special detonator to signal 
the driv er to stop. It is possible 
to show that ev en 25 miles an 
hou r may be too fast in a 25- 
mile-per-hou r zone in a residen­ 
tial area. 
DHS stu dents u sed reaction 
and brak ing charts in recording 
the driv er’s reaction time and 
brak ing 
distance. 
They 
were 
able to com pare the scores of 
each participant with a set of 
av erages. At the conclu sion of 
the dem onstration, each stu dent 
was giv en a book let “ Horsepo- 
er and Horsesense.”
